Program Begins 


2800 Local Householders 
To Register Next Week 


For the first time in the history 
of Andover, a commodity used im 
large quantities in every household 
was frozen Tuesday morning for a 
period of two weeks, and itrade 
registration under the sugar ration- 
ing program began at 2:30 that 
aftermoon. 

Sellers and commercial users of 
sugar were the only consumers af- 
fected by Tuesday's and Wednes- 
day’s registration. Aibout 52 dif- 
ferent purchasing organizations, 
either retail or wholesale users, 
were registered Tuesday; yester- 
day's figures are not yet available. 
Some of the groups were issued 
purchase certificates, based om what 
their previous monthly average pur- 
chase has been, to ibe used for ob- 
taining sugar during the moniths of 
May and June. Such certificates: are 
similar in some ways to the ration 
cards which will be issued to house- 
holders shortly after the conclusion 
of their registration next week. 

Today and tomorrow, informa- 
tion blanks will be left at each lo- 
cal household by school children, to 
be filled out according to directions 
contained in them for use in next 
week's registration. Families not re- 
ceiving such blanks, for any reason, 
should request them from the 
school department. 

Persons representing ithe esti- 
mated 2800 local families must 
register for sugar rationing from 
next Monday to Thursday, between 
ithe houns of 3 and 9 o’clock, im sev- 
eral public school buildings. They 
are requested to bring their regis-

tration blanks, properly filled out in 
advance, in order that a very large 
undertaking may ‘proceed aus 
smooithly as possible. 

They are asked to register at 
whichever of the following schools 
is nearest them: Bradlee, Indian 
Ridge, North, Stowe, Shawsheen, 
Wesit Center and Punchard High 
schools. To further avoid conges- 
tion, they are asked to register ac- 
cording to the followinig schedule: 
Monday, between 3 and 9 o’clock: 
families whose surname begins with 
the letters A, B, C, D, B, and F; 
Tuesday, the letters G through and 
including M; Wednesday, N through 
V: Thursday, W, X, Y and Z. 

Any member of a family 18 years 
old or over may register for ithe 
other members. The family unit is 
defined as including only those re- 
lated by blood or marriage; board- 
ers, roomers or employees in the 
home who are not so related must 
regisiter separately. Information re- 
quired will be mainly for identtifica- 
tion purposes, but the registrant 
will also be required ‘to state the 
total amount of sugar now in the 
possession of his family.

TOMORROW—Spy 
Lecture At Academy 


The heroic underground fight of 
hundreds of thousands in occupied 
Europe, a fight which maysome day 
weigh the scales heavily against 
Hitler but which today means im- 
mediate death to the courageous 
patriots, will be described in a lec- 
ture at George Washington Hall at 
8:15 tomorrow night by a man who 
knows what it is all about. Richard 
Wilmer Rowan has spent thirty 
years in the study of underground 
movements for many countries, es- 
pecially Germany and Russia.

Belgium, France, Yugoslavia, 
Greece, occupied areas of Soviet 
Russia, and also smaller groups 
registering opposition in Austria, 


Denmark, Roumania and Bulgaria. 

This war of the Great Under- 
ground is truly fought by legions 
of the condemned,” he continues.

The international espionage Sys- 
tem has been described in all its 
phases by Mr. Rowan in his writ- 
ines. His latest book, ‘Terror in 
Our Time,” tells the story of the 
undercover conflict in Hurope and 
Asia in the years leading up to the 
outbreak of Europe’s war in 1939. 

In 1928 he published his first 
work on the topic that had con- 
tinually interested him, “Spy and 
Counter-Spy.”
